Third Fortnightly Crop Report 


Dept. of Agriculture, May 17 


Seeding of wheat is practic- 
ally completed throughout the 
province, and seeding of conrse 
grain is well uadvauced. Early 
sown wheat is well above 
the ground and lovking healthy, 
Growing, conditions generally 
throughout the province are 
excellent. The weather since 
last report bas been generally 
coul and showery, with a few 
very waim days Almost every 
part of the province has been 
visited by rain which bas vari- 
ed from light showers in sume 
districts tu heavy downpours in 
others, Southern districts have 
received a fair amount of pre- 
cipitation, and in spite of sume 
soil drifting, conditions in these 
districts at present are satis- 
factory. In the central and 
borthern districts rain has been 
more general, 

The outstanding comment to 
be made upon tbe vituation ut 
present is the fact that ail 
growth in the proviuce is much 
iu wdvance ut other years Bo- 
linge appeared much earlier 
than has beeo kuown fur a 
long time, und the completion 
ot seedipg has been recorded 
cousiderably earlier than form- 
er years, Kurly sown wheat is 
now several inshes above gro- 
und in many districts and gruw- 
ing rapidly. More rain wall-be 
needed in some distriets it this 
rapid growth is tu be sustained, 
but at present conditions may 
be said Lv be quite ratistactory.

Potato Cultivation In Alberta 
Results of Tests Made in Planting of 
Value to the Grower ‘ 

Early Northern has proven the best 
ylelder in variety tests of potatoes at 
the Lacombe, Alberta, Dominion ex- 
perimental station, but being a pink 
variety, its commercial value is less- 
ened. The station, therefore, recom- 
}mends Early Ohlo for the early mar- 
ket, Gold Nupgget as a medlum early 
crop, and Gold Coin as the main crop. 
Certified and registered seed of those 
varieties in commercial quantities are 
produced at the station, 

The ‘potatoes in the experiments were 
usually planted in drills thirty inches 
apart and the sets spaced 12 inches 
apart in the row. The sets were gen- 
erally cut to average two ounces each. 
They were planted May 29 and dug 
October 9. Whole potatoes gave a 
‘larger yield per acre when all but one 
or two eyes were removed, but the 
sets with the number of eyes limited 
produced a better percentage of mar- 
ketables. In ony case, says the 
superintendent, Mr, I, Hf.

Place Of Man’s Origin 


Was Between Mongolia and the 
Himalayas Opinion of Harvard 
Professor 


A Harvard University professor has 
this to say regarding the origin of 
man. The structural similarity of 
man and the apes is so close that 
there cafinot be any doubt about their 
belonging to the same family. The 
fossil forms discovered so far, how- 
ever, have not disclosed the “missing 
link” but the remains of some of the 
extinct species of anthhropoid apes 
found in the Siwalik Hills of India ap- 
pear to be its nearest relatives. In 
the absence of its actual discovery 
nothing can be assorted with any de- 
gree of certainty as regards the place 
and time of man’s origin. From the 
evidence available, however, it ap- 
pears probable that this has taken 
place somewhere between Mongolia 
and the foot of the Himalayas in the 
early Miocene period, appreximately 
two million years ago, when the erect 
posture was for the first time assum- 
ed by the common ancestor of man 
and the apes,
